the cotton seed to be richer in nitro- 
genous matter, while the linseed con- 
tains a larger amount of sugar and 
starch.

THE CROTON BUG. 


HablU of UM Dlngumtlng Kokchm. >nd How 


to Eixtermtnute Them. 


The scientific name of this insect is 


Blatta Germanica. It is of the same 
family as the cockroach, but differs from 
that moat pestiferous insect in being 
smaller, of lighter color and in not 
emitting a foul smelling liquid when 
alarmed. It also seems to have much 
less liking for food. The cockroaches 
will take possession of a pantry and gel 
into every kind of food left uncovered, 
especially sweet and sirupy food, but 
the croton bug prefers the proximity ol 
the sink, anil Seems to have no particu- 
lar liking for any food 
but flour, 


bread or other starchy substances. 
The insect has been known to natural- 
ists in England for some time, and 
they say it wa* first brought to that 
country by Australian vessels. The in- 
sect is now identified with the field 
roach, which in warm countries lives 
out of doors, in moist wooded places. 
In northern latitudes, however, it seeks 
a seeks a home in doors, in kitchens 
and libraries, and though the true field 
roach is a yellow insect, the branch of 
the family that has taken up domestic 
life has assumed a reddish-brown hue. 
The insect first appeared in New York 
City shortly,.after the building of the 
Croton water works, and from its fond- 
nes9 for the neighborhood of the water 
pipes, it was believed to have come 
with the water. It is now a well-known 
pest in all American cities where water 
works are in existence, the water pipes 
giving the bugs convenient means ol 
access to all houses and parts of hoilMl, 
and their shy habits and enormous 
powers of reproduction making their 
extermination a thing impossible. The 
bug has a flat and oval body, with thorax 
shield-shaped and antenna) long and 
thread-like. It is amazingly prolific, 
as we have said. Its eggs are laid in a 
sac, about one-fourth of an inch long 
and one-eighth wide, in which thirty 
small eggs are packed closely like peas 
in a pod. The female deposits this in 
a warm place, in a crack of a board 
usually, where it is secure from mo- 
lestation. At the end of twenty-four 
or thirty hours she tears the sac open 
with her feelers, and loossns the mem- 
branous covering of the egg, when the 
young come forth fully formed. Ow- 
ing to the shyness of this insect natu- 
ralists have found difficulty in study- 
ing its habits and housewives find 
its destruction demands constant re- 
search and vigilance. Every crack in 
the neighborhood of stove or sink gives 
it opportunity to Hee from the destruc- 
tive sornbbing-brush and a secure ref- 
uge in which to roar its numerous pro- 
geny. 
It has a decided fondness for 


libraries, where books and papers give 
abundant opportunity to its hiding in- 
atinct, und wherp it is said to do much 
damage to cloth-bound volumes by 
eating the starchy sizing in their cov- 
ers. Leather-bound books it will not 
touch. As to means of extermination, 
the powdorof the pyrethnm, also called 
Persian insect powder, blown into the 
haunts and favorite crevices of the in- 
sect with a bellows or powder-gun, is 
probably the most effectual means. It 
is not poisonous, it simply strangles 
the insect. An old roach may need 
two or three doses of the powder, but 
ihe first whiff of it is instant death to 
the young ones.. Borax powder and 
•sugar is also said to destroy these bugs, 
»nd another remedy against them, re- 
cently announced, is a paste made of 
phosphorus »nd starch. They »re said 
to be so fond of this that they will not 
only devour every bit they can find, 
but will tear up the bodies of others to 
secure the share already swallowed, 
and thus exterminate themselves.— 
CMcayo Inter Ocean.

banquet at Swansea last night Mr. Glad- 
stone said tbat the home rule proposal 
was a restorative measure aimed at re- 
calling an institution ruthlessly and 
criminally terminated at the end of the 
last century. Lord Hartmgton, he said, 
was called a moderate Liberal, yet his 
action tended to the extinction of moder- 
ate Liberalism. Mr. Chamberlain, on the 
other hand, had acted more in conformity 
with his general creed, yet his opposition 
aimed to drive the Liberals into a 
position 
which would accentuate the 


strength of radicalism, and coercion 'it- 
self seemed likely to be blocked by his at- 
tempt to ruin a man having the confidence 
of 6,000,000 of people anil assailed by 
weapons, the use of which was resented 
with indignation and contempt bv all 
right-minded persons 
Mr. Trevelyan,

Harlington and 


himself (Gladstone) which ho would ac- 
cepted If invited. 


Referring to Irish representation In the 


Westminster Parliament, he expressed 
his conviction th,»t the management of 
strictly Irish affairs by strictly Irisli au- 
thority would be really effective and ac- 
ceptable to the Iiish nation, leaving the 
retention of Irish members a subsidiary 
matter. What was wanted was a clear 
character for England, which hail been 
disgraced throughout the world by her 
treatment of Ireland for seven centuries.

Nineveh and the Ninevites. 


In spite of the heat there was a very 


large congregation at the opera house 
last evening to hear the first lecture in 
the course on " Ancient Cities" by Dr. 
Vosburgh. The subject was " Nineveh." 
He spoke ot the position this city and 
the Assyrian Empire of which it was the 
capital, held in the ancient world, of the 
relation this people sustained to the 
Jews, and of the frequent reference to 
them in the Old Testament. It is im- 
possible to read certain portions of the 
O. T. intelligently without a knowledge 
of this city. What Paris was to Europe 
during the reign of Louis XIV, that Nin- 
eveh was to all western Asia for five 
hundred years. Outside of the Bible we 
hare had no authentic history of Nine- 
veh until the 
past few years. The 


so-called histories of ancient times are 
such a mingling of fact and fancy that it 
it'almost impossible to get at the truth. 
For nearly 3,000 years the history of this 
people was a blank, but during the past 
third of a century men of science have 
been at work, especially the scientists of 
England and France. They have made 
excavation after excavation on the site of 
this ancient city, which has flooded the 
history of this people with light. Here 
the speaker dwelt at length upon the 
marvelous discoveries science had made, 
and from facts gathered from this source 
he described the art and architecture, 
the literature, the civil, military and do- 
mestic life of this people. He dwelt at 
length upon the light these discoveries 
threw upon the Old Testament. He cited 
many passages that had been a source of 
great perplexity to Bible scholars and of 
comfort to infidels which these discover- 
ies hud most delightfully cleared up. 
One illustration was as follows: The Bi- 
ble said that the king oC Nineveh captur- 
ed the Jews and carried them together 
with their king, Mniyisseh, to Babylon. 
The rejector of the Bible said, and with 
good reason, how ubsurd to say that a 
king would carry his captives to any 
other than his own capital city, which in 
this case was Nineveh and not Babylon. 
It was a real difficulty. By Che recent 
discoveries we learn that there was one 
king oE Nineveh who reigned jointly at 
Babylon und Nineveh, and that it was 
this very king who curried the Jews into 
captivity; he showed by many illnstiii- 
tionB how the IOUK buried inscriptions 
confirm HS well as clear up difficulties in 
the scripture narrative. He closed with 
a vivid description of the city and its 
people in its days of grandeur, and then 
of its swift and terrible overthrow in ex- 
act fulfillment of prophecy. The lecture 
was a little over fifty minutes in length, 
and was crowded full of historical facts, 
The lecture for next Sunday night will 
be " Memphis, or Olden Dnye Along the 
Nile."

New Fish Law. 


The bill for the preservation and propa- 


gation of fish in this stale has pasaed 
both houses of the legislature. It pro- 
vides for the construction und mainte- 
nance of fisliways, and prohibits the erec- 
tion or use ot anything Umt will prevent 
the.free passage ot fish. It also declares 
unlawful the catching of fish, except min- 
nows for bnit, with any device other than 
a hook and line within one half mile of 
any dam constructed in any of the rivers 
or creeks in the state. The following are 
sections 4 and 5: 


4. That it shall be unlawful for any 


person or persona, at any time, to cutc.h 
or kill any fish in any of the rivers, creeks 
or ponds, lakes, sloughs, bayous, or other 
water courses within the jurisdiction of 
this state, by use of spear, lime, acid, me- 
dicinal or chemical compound or explo- 
sive. 


5. It shall be unlawful for any person 


or persons to take by any device or means 
whatever brook trout from any ot the 
streams, lakes or other water courses 
within the state, between the fifteenth 
day of July and the first day of April fol
